The student can study them without heat or 
bias. Then he is better able to grasp similar 
problems that are shaking the world today.

At 
present, the chief source of income of the 
Bedouins is the cash spent by pilgrims who 
pass through the country on their way to 
Mecca. 
It will be interesting to follow develop­ 
ments hereafter, to see whether the Bedouins 
are really benefited. But why not send a few 
Bedouins to talk directly with a few Indians? 
A report of their mutual revelations and dis­ 
coveries might be as useful as anything gov­ 
ernmental representatives could learn by 
official tours of investigation.
